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Complete Plans for Fun-Fest Chicken Barbecue 


A major realignment of the 
first four floors of the Third Na¬ 
tional Bank Building is now un¬ 
der way, designed to meet the 
growth needs of the various de¬ 
partments of the bank, Russell B. 
Neff, president, said today. Mr. 
Neff said the full program will 
be completed sometime in 1965. 

The third floor area vacated 
this summer by Shearson, I-Iam- 
mill & Co. is being renovated, and 
offices are being installed to ac¬ 
commodate bookkeeping, analy¬ 
sis, auditing, the mortgage loan, 
comptroller’s, and the general 
ledger departments. 

When the work on the third 
floor has been completed, and 
the new offices occupied, the ren¬ 
ovation of the fourth floor will 
begin, Mr. Neff said. The fourth 
floor program will make room for 
the expanded data processing de¬ 
partment and the two new IBM 
computers that have been or¬ 
dered by the Third National. 

Comprehensive changes are 
scheduled for the second floor, 
including the construction of a 
new security .vault for the tru'st 
department. The trust depart¬ 
ment. vault will be placed atop 


the main vault on the first floor 
which, in turn, is atop the base¬ 
ment archives vault. 

In addition to the enlarging 
of the trust department quar¬ 
ters, because of past and pres¬ 
ent growth of the department, 
some of the commercial officers 
will be assigned to offices on the 
second floor. 

A new employees’ lounge, 
lunchroom and locker facilities 
also will be installed on the sec¬ 
ond floor. 

Several of the first floor offi¬ 
ces also will be changed to equal¬ 
ize their space needs, according to 
Mr. Neff, including the discount 
and collateral departments, the 
savings department, the state¬ 
ment department, and the mail 
department. The tellers, includ¬ 
ing the head teller and the pay¬ 
roll teller, and the securities de¬ 
partment, will remain unchanged.

“I would 
cut down government expendi¬ 
tures, cut taxes, encourage initia¬ 
tive — in other words, let this 
system of ours work, and it will 
produce all the jobs that are 
needed.”

[ a tor Goldwater called for a study 
|of the causes of poverty to find, 
| out “whether the attiude or the 
action of a small group not par¬ 
ticipating in the general pros¬ 
perity has anything to do with 
the situation.” 

Later, he said: “I would . . . j 
seek to find for the federal gov- 
J eminent more of a role in re¬ 
moving restrictions than in im-' 
posing new ones — at every level ' 
of the economy. . . .” 

“Your not going to atack pov¬ 
erty by just having an equality 
,of poverty. What you have to do 
is let the free-enterprise system 
work more freely.” 

(Peterborough, N. H., Jan 22. 
1964) 

“I suggest that whether we 
like it or not we’re going to 
have poverty with us until the 
end of time. . . . The opposition 
has the strange and dangerous 
idea that the federal government 
. . . cannot only end poverty but j 
can create jobs.” (Ossipee, N.H.. 
Jan. 23, 1964). 

On July 21, 1964. Senator 

Goldwater criticized the poverty 
bill as “an attempt to reap politi- J 
cal rewards from the American ' 
people’s natural and humane de¬ 
sire ta improve the lot of our 
less-fortunate citizens.” 

In a minority report on the 1 
bill. Senator Goldwater termed j 
the measure “a hodgepodge of 
programs treating only the re¬ 
sults, not the causes of poverty.” 
He said it seemed “designed to 
achieve the single objective of se¬ 
curing votes.” (Washington, July 
22, 1964)

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State Finance Final Figures 

Show General Fund Surplus 


State Comptroller Joseph 
Alecks released final figures on 
State finances for the fiscal year 
that ended June 30, 1964 show¬ 
ing that the State has a surplus 
in the General Fund of 2G.7 mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

Governor Endicott Peabody in 
commening on the report fur¬ 
nished him by Alecks said: “This 
surplus in the General fund of 
over 26 million dollars, despite 
the fact that expenditures for 
needed programs increased the 
cost of State government 40.5 
million dollars over the preceed- 
ing years, is ample justification 
of my past statements that rev¬ 
enue has kept pace with appro¬ 
priation needs. The economic 
growth of the State has allowed 
us to provide the funds so badly 
needed for 


year 1964 is greater than both 
the preceeding years of 1962 and 
1963 when the amounts for those 
respective years were 21.4 mil¬ 
lion and 20.5 million. He added 
that this surplus of over 26 mil¬ 
lion is available for the in¬ 
creased appropriations made for 
fiscal 1965 that will provide ex¬ 
panded services and greater op¬ 
portunity for the people of the 
Commonwealth.

COVERAGE EXPLAINED 
"When I read material about 
automobile liability insurance 
often I see symbols like Hi'20/5 
or 25/50/10. I think I understand 
what is meant, but would appre¬ 
ciate an explanation from you,” 
an autoist writes . 

The symbols you’re referring 
to indicate the limits of liability 
provided under the terms of an 
automobile insurance policy. The 
figures are shortened from thou¬ 
sands. For example: 

A liability policy listed as 25/ 
50/10 provides the named insured 
and others legally responsible for 
the use of his car insurance cov¬ 
erage of $25,000 in the event 


one 

person is injured and the insured 
is held liable. The second figure 
($50,000) is the maximum amount 
of money an insurance company 
will pay out for damages if two 
or more persons are injured in a 
single accident. The third figure 
($1.0,000) represents the amount 
of insurance money available to 
pay for property damage caused 
by the insured’s car in one acci¬ 
dent. 

If you buy insurance, the usual 
minimum limits av ailable are

Most states today require 
at least 10/20 5 but several states 
still have 5/10/1 limits. 

In some states, some policies 
are written on what is called a 
single limit basis. For example, a 
$25,000 single limit means that 
the insured has coverage up to 
$25,000 for his liability arising 
out of a single accident for bodily 
injury and property damage com¬ 
bined. 

Regardless of the size of the 
financial responsibility limits ap¬ 
plicable in your state, you should 
consider purchase of limits higher 
than the minimum in view of the 
increasing frequency of large 
claims. Your independent insur¬ 
ance agent will show you the 
relatively little additional pre¬ 
mium that will be charged.

To the uninitiated, a barrel of 
crude oil is a barrel of crude oil 
and nothing more or less. 

But it isn’t to the refiners who 
turn the crude into useable prod¬ 
ucts. The experience of a Cali¬ 
fornia refinery shows why. For 
many years, it had obtained its 
crude from a field some miles 
away. Then oil was discovered 
right beneath the refinery itself. 
As Petroleum Today puts it, 
“This appeared to be a most 
happy case of carrying oils to 
Newcastle.” 

But, alas, that wasn’t the case. 
This partciular refinery specia¬ 
lizes in the manufacture of lubri¬ 
cating oils. But the crude found 
on its own premises is a kind 
which isn’t suitable for that 
tranformation. so it continues to 
bring in the right kind of crude 
by truck and pipeline and sells 
its home-grown product to refin¬ 
eries elsewhere. 

This casts a little light on the 
many complexities that are in¬ 
volved in converting crude in pe¬ 
troleum produets. Each product 
presents its own problems and its 
own technological requirements. 
And what appears to be the same 
product may vary from region to 
region and season to season. That 
is frequently the case with gaso¬ 
line where such variables as cli¬ 
mate may bear on its efficiency. 

Yes. oil is quite a business. 
There’s nothing simple about it.

With over 200,000 Massauliu- 
setts veterans holding GI policies 
and with hundreds of cases of 
identical or similar names, the in¬ 
dividual number assigned to each 
policy is the only way of assuming 
speedy, positive identification. 

Veterans writing the VA. re¬ 
garding their GI insurance are 
urged to use their policy murkier 
including the prefix letter HI, K, 
V, RI-I, RS or W to identify* im¬ 
mediately their own account so 
that the VA can quickly take? the 
action they desire. 

In the event that the veteran 
has mislaid his policy numberr, he 
should furnish his service serial 
number and his date of birth to 
enable the VA to identify hies ac¬ 
count.

zation for service-connected dis¬ 
eases and disabilities. 

The second group includes vet¬ 
erans discharged for disability 
incurred in line of duty or re¬ 
ceiving compensation from VA 
for disability who need hospitali¬ 
zation for nonservice-connected 
conditions.
